Ford’s loss of a fine legal job, for 
which, it is said, he has been draw- 
ing down a salary of between $15,000 
and $20,000 a year, has been the sub- 
5 ‘ject of gossip in the leading attorneys’ 
offices and among the various corpora- 
tions’ headquarters, a fact about which 
the local daily papers have been in 
ignorance. 

Some had it that Ford voluntarily 
resigned and has left the street rail- 
way combine with the best of feel- 
ings for its new and third president, 
Jesse W. Lilienthal. 

Others assert that Ford was forced 
out through a strict spirit of economy, 
in fact a drastic desire for retrench- 
ment. 

According to what these other peo- 
ple say, the next official head to ‘be 
officially decapitated will be that of 
Thornwell Mullally, the first vice-presi- 
dent, who was brought out here and 
placed with the road by Patrick Cal- 
houn when he was president, 

Ford was first made chief counsel 
on the recommendation of R. G. 
Hanford. The latter had Ford as his 
legal adviser when he was buying up 
‘the gtreet railroads for Brown Bros., 
the New -York bankers. Ford was the 
attorney who formed the United Rail- 
roads Company as a combine which 
absorbed the local lines, ] 

Those directors of the United Rail- 
roads of, the old regime who are finan- 
clally résponsible scurried rather has- 
tily to attorneys and lawbooks to 
learn if they can be held. in a civil 
action to recover the $1,096,000 which 
Calhoun says he invested in the Solano 
Irrigated Farms. They discovered, as 
did others who made similar inquiries, 
that the subject is a rather involved 
one, covering the right of a. proxy 
holder to bind his principal in such 
a deal] as Calhoun put over. 

From present appearances it looks 
as if the most strenuous battle will 
be waged over the proposition to di- 
rect the United Railroads to cease 
paying dividends on its “first pre 
ferred” stock until the $1,096,000 is 
returned. The United Railroads will 
argue against this plan to the bitter 
end, for the present management con- 
siders that ‘first preferred” issue a 
debt of honor on which interest must 
be pald at all hazards and the prin- 
cipal of which must be paid in full 
eventually, whatever else comes, This 
is the issue that enabled the com- 
pany to reconstruct the system after 
the fire of 1906, and anything that 
concerng either the interest or the 
principal on this $5,000,900 issue, is 
something that will bring out every 
energy of the United Railroads. 

The Railroad Commission, sitting en 
banc, has begun its investigation into 
the financial condition of the United 
Railroads. The original and principal 
purpose of the inquiry is to ascertain 
from the traction company officials if 
the item of $1,096,000, diverted by 
Patrick Calhoun when he was presi- 
dent of the company to an outside 
project, has been restored to the com- 
pany’s funds, and if not, what plan has 
been devised by the present directorate 
to restore this amount and thereby re- 
establish the company’s financial 
soundness to that extent. 

Between Decemeber 31, 1905, and 
June 80, 1918, more than $5,000,000 
was lifted from the treasury of the 
United Railroads. L. R. Reynolds, 
the auditor of the Railroad Commis- 
sion, who uncovered the $1,096,000 
Solano land transaction of Patrick 
Calhoun, brought to light’ in the in- 
vestigation that an additional $3,906, - 
000 is to be accounted for. This is sup- 
posed by the Railroad Commission to 
represent the cost of the graft trials, 
strike fighting and outside enterprises 
of the Calhoun administration.

GOVERNOR T0 CHANGE 
PRISON INTO. HOSPITAL 


Has Pardoned 1200 Convicts 
and Says More Will Go 


Columbia, 8. C.—Governor Cole L. 
Blease, who has pardoned 1200 con- 
victs in the last three years, intends 
to clean out the State penitentiary by 
August 1 and turn it into a hospital. 
There are less than 60 convicts left. 
His average has been something over 
one pardon a day; to empty the peni- 
tentiary by August 1 he must average 
two a day. 

“I have no apology to. make for a 
single parole, commutation or pardon 
that I have granted,” he says. “I 
work by the Golden Rule, and who- 
ever objects to that isn’t a Christian, 
but a plain hypocrite. If all the men 
guilty of crime were tried, many gen- 
tlemen in high places might be re- 
moved ta-prieoen cells. In.my opinion 
there will be more souls lost through 
hypocrisy than through all the other 
crimes in the decalogue.

Aberdeen (8S. D.)—Armed guards 
stopped a train carrying 600 harvest 
hands from the fields two miles out- 
side of the city and forced the workers 
to return on foot.

At the same time extra deputies 
were sworn in and the militia held 
ready to suppress any further out- 
bursts. 

All unemployed men are being driven 
from the city towards the harvest fields 
where they are badly needed. 


HINDOOS DRIVE AWAY 
IMMIGRATION OFFICERS 


Vancouver (B. C.)—Scores among a 
party of 175 policemen and constables 
were injured, several seriously, in a 
battle with several hundred infuriated 
Hindoos on board the Japanese 
steamer Komagata Maru in the har- 
bor here. 

Showers of coal and other missiles 
rained from the ship on the official 
force which attempted to board the 
steamer from a tug. In the face of 
the fire the attacking party retreated, 
and the attempt to board the steamer 
was temporarily abandoned. y 

The Hindoos braved the stream from 
a big hose which the tug turned on 
them and mercilessly pelted the men 
on the decks of the tug with lumps of 
coal. Fire bricks and pieces of iron 
from what ig believed to have been 
the wreckage of the engine-room on 
the steamer followed. No shots were 
fired on either side, The Hindoos had 
no firearms and the police refrained 
from using their weapons. 


Lynch Law Revived 


Baker (Ore.)—Twelve masked men 
lynched an unidentified man in the 
canyon between Audrey and Whitney, 
Ore. The victim, who had attacked 
the eight year old daughter of J. B. 
Hardman of Audrey, was being taken 
to Whitney by Hardman, where he 
was to be turned over to a deputy 
sheriff. He had been caught by ranch- 
ers. When the sheriff arrived the 
mob had dispersed. It was Baker 
county’s first lynching in years.

Pittsburg—Harry K. Thaw won a 
six months’ legal battle when he was 
awarded by the Orphans’ court here 
the income from his father’s estate,

Washington.—David Lubin of Cali- 


fornia, United States delegate to the 
International Institute of Agriculture 


at Rome, Italy, is promoting an inter 


national plan here to regulate ocean 
freight transportation of the world. 

St. Louis.——The recent advance in 
the price of ice will result in criminal 
prosecutions if evidence of conspiracy 


among the companies is uncovered, it 


was stated by W. T. Rutherford, assist- 
ant attorney general of the State. 


London.—Two niilitant suffragettes, 


armed with heavy horsewhipa. made a 


violent attack on the Right Hon. 
Thomas McKinnon Wood, Secretary of 
State for Scotland, as he was leaving 
his residence. They were arrested. 


San Francisco.—Harrison Fisher, the 
artist who has specialized in the draw- 
ings of American girls, is in California 
to devote his attention to some new 
sketches, made possible by California 
girls, California sky and California 
scenery. 


Chicago.—One man was killed by 
lightning, a number of persons were 
slightly injured by shocks; several 
buildings were damaged and _ base- 
ments in the down town districts were 
flooded in an electrical storm, accom- 
panied by heavy downpour. 


Kenneth.—Miss May Sharp, who was 
engaged to marry Arthur Sampson, 
swore to a complaint charging James 
Walker with manslaughter in that his 
fist blow had knocked her lover down. 
In the fall Sampson’s neck was broken, 
his death following immediately. 


Kansas City.—After a brief respite 
high temperatures are prevalent again 
in Kansas and this part of Missouri. 
One death and a half-dozen prostra- 
tions resulted. At Humboldt, Kas., 
Raymond Doltmyer, a quarry worker, 
died after being overcome by the heat. 


Paris.—The two sisters who were 
born May 22d; joined together, back 
to back, being united in the lumbar 
region, were cut apart. This difficult 
operation was performed by Dr. Mig- 
not, assisted by Dr. C. W. du Bouchet, 
chief surgeon of the American Hos- 
pital. 

Berlin.—Professors Baum and Bier, 
two leading Berlin specialists, have 
abandoned the radium treatment of 
cancer and reverted to Roentgen rays. 
They had observed that many patients 
dismissed as cured after radium treat 
ment returned with cancerous growths 
in other parts of the body. 


Freeport.—The Nassau County Grand 
Jury decided to return an indictment 
charging manslaughter in the first de- 
gree against Mrs. Florence Conklin 
Carman, the beautiful Freeport wom- 
an accused of killing Mrs. Louise Dur- 
yea Bailey in Dr. Edwin Carman’s of- 
fice on the night of June 30. 


Vancouver, B. C.—Practically every 
industry in British Columbia is threat- 
ened with an indefinite tieup as a re- 
sult of a vote cast by the British Co- 
lumbia Labor convention calling for 
a general strike. This will require at 
least six weks. The vote is the direct 
outcome of the long-standing strike of 
coal miners on Vancouver Island. 


Christiania, Norway.—Advocates of 
a renewed union between Norway and 
Sweden are predicting here now that 
the two countries will be joined in a 
strong alliance inside of a year. It is 
admitted that at first the combination 
may be for no more than defensive pur- 
poses, but the prophesy is made that 
this will speedily lead to commercial 
and industrial developments.

Centenary of Josephine’s Death. 

The ex-Empress Josephine, divorced 
wife of Napoleon, died 100 years ago 
at Malmaison. Josephine was born in 
the island of Martinique and lived there 
until her fifteenth year, when she went 
to Paris and was presented at court. 
Shortly after she married Viscount 
Alexandre de Beauharnais, then a ma- 
Jor in the French army. The couple 
had two children—Eugene, afterward 
Viceroy of Italy, and Hortense, future 
Queen of Holland and mother of Na- 
poleon III. At the beginning of the 
French revolution Beauharnais was 
made commander-in-chief of the 
French army. Then, like so many oth- 
er persons in high positions, he fell a 
victim to the guillotine and his wife 
narrowly escaped the same fate. The 
marriage of Josephine and Napoleon 
took place in 1796, when Napoleon was 
just climbing to fame. In 1809 they 
were divorced so that Napolean might 
wed the Archduchess Maria Louisa of 
Austria, Is is one of ihe ironies of 
history that the next Bonaparte who 
came to the throne of France as Na- 
poleon III was Josephine’s and not 
Napoleon’s grandchild.
